Florida needs 5,000,000, she grows 
none at all. The great corn and wheat growing sec- 
tiene tributary to the Mississippi Kiver can grow 
these products and sell them to the South for much 
less than they cam produce them in that section. 
These products should find a market in the Southern 
States and in exchange we should receive the iron 
of Tennessee and Alabama, and the cotton, oll and 
lumber of all the Southern States. A greater reci- 
Proucity should exist, and closer co:mmercial rela- 
tions between these sections. 


If the cost of transpertation could be redneed, the 
farmers would not be compelled te divide their 
profits with transportation companies. The South 
Already buys largely from the grain producing sec- 
tions, but it would buy immensely more if they had 
low freights, that Would stimulate business and en- 
courage enterprise. A few years ago the South 
macdenoiron. Their output now is 2,500,090 tons. 
Seven years ago that section cOnsumed less than 
1 bales of cotton. Her mills now consume 
more than 600,000. 
The Govera ment is lavish in its appropriations for 
harbors along the North Atlantic seacoast, but the 
eppropriations to improve the harbors and water- 
ways of other sections have been meager indeed. It 
is humiliating to know that the United States has 
done less to improve hot waterways than Kugland, 
France, Kussia, Austria, Sweden or Holland, 
The Missouriand Myssissippi Rivers from the gulf 
to Fort Union, a distanee of 2,267 miles, are suscep- 
tibie to improvements so that they vould be nar- 
igable nine months/n the year, and the Mississippi 
all the year round. The comme-sial capacity of 
these rivers for cheap trausportation, estimating 
the cest of railroadsat their tonded indebtedness, 
would average more than $400,000 per mile. The 
Mississippiis worth ten railroads and the Missouri 
five, running along their banks, to the producers 
and shippers. The Government ee ation for 
these riversis less than one-eighth of the amount 
given to the Pacific railroads. 
The States border.ag on and tributary to these 
great channels ofcommerce produce 88 per cent of 
the wheat, 90 per cent of the corn, 78 per centof 
the oats, 65 per cent of the tobaeco, 97 per ceatof 
the sugar, 95 per cent of the coal, 80 per ceat of they 
horses, mules. hogs and cattle, 80 per eent ef the 
N and 75 per cent of the cotton of the UVaton. 
Of the commodities entering into export trade of the 
United States, 70 percent are ot agricultural pro- 
duction, of which 93 per cent is produced 
in the valley of the Mississippi and 
Misseuri rivers. The marzafacturing, mining and 
forestry industries of this country find the prineipal 
consumers of their products in the farming and 
mining sections. The promotion of ali the ladus- 
tries of the Western and Southern States, upon 
which depend our foreign commerce and the pros- 
perity ofthe productire industries, tre largeiv de- 
endent upon Cheap transportation, which tan oni 
@ secured ty means of the Mississippi River an 
cheaper railway facilities to gulf ports. 
Lhe manufacturing industries of the East have 
been fostered by excessive tariff laws and unjust 
discrimination in transportation. The per capita 
consumption of wheat la the North Atlantic States 
is about six bushels, That section requires more 
than 100,000,000 bushels of wheat, and they pro- 
duce lessthan one-third that amount, two-thirds 
being drawn from the West. The average consump- 
tion of corn ig about thirty bushels per capita for the 
whole country. The average probably in the Kast- 
ern States woulk be tess than the general average, 
but it would doubtless reach tweaty bushels which 
would require approximately 300, 00, 00 bushels, 
Their own production is about 300,000,000 bushels, 
leaving 200,000,000 that they draw from the Missis- 
* alley States. 

he average rail rate between Kansas City and 
Kew York is 25 cents per bushel on wheat and 22 
cents per dushel on corn, whieh is 14 cents more on 
wheat and 11 cents more on cornthan the rates to 
New Orleans by river. The rates to the ultimate 
marketare somewhat higher from New Orleans 
than from New York. Thecostof production ana 
carriage of the articles sold hasalittie influence in 
fixing the prices, hence a revuction in the cost of 
carriage will inure to the benefit of the producers, 
as that sold abroad makes a price for that which is 
retained at home. 

The difference in rail rates to New York and river 
rates to New Orieans for one year may be roughly 
estimated as follows: Wheat, 46.000, 000; corn, 

0.000, 000; oats, $15,000,000—a total of 383.000. 

Ointhesethreecrops alone. One-tenth of that 
amount expended annually ia improving Western 
waterways would greatiy improve our transporte- 
tlon facilities. 

The last census showsthatthe foreign movement 
on the Lakes in 1889 was 27,460,260 tons, of which 
53 per cent was coal, iron, stone emi other mineral 
products, 26 per cent lumber and other forest 
products, 16 percent grain and agricultural prod- 
ucts, and 6 per cent merchandise. The same au- 
thofity gives the movement on that part of the Ohio 
River above Cincinnati for the same _ year 
10,744,163 tons, of which 83 per cent was coal, 
iron, stone and other mineral products, 13 per eent 
lamberand other forest products and 4 per cent 
merchandise. These faets show that where water 
and rail lines are both available, the cheap com- 
modities, whieh are the pro@ucts of this country, 
seek water lines, leaving the highest prices and 
more profitable tonnage to the railroads. Hence, 
while the general average of railroad rates is re- 
aueed by the carriage at water rates of such propor- 
tion of cheap commodities as falisto them, the great 
advantage of the country is in the application of 
water transit to sueh conrmmoditios. 

The loterstate Commerce Commission for the year 
ending June, 1891, states that the tariff earnings of 
the railroads were $1,000,000,000. If we add 
this one-seventh of the estimatedamount paid for 
water Carriage we have an aggregate of $1,257,000, 
000 as the annual cost of the carrying service of this 
country. The same autherity gives the average rate 
of $11.29 fer 1,200 miles, the distance between St. 
Louis and Boston aud 81 Louis and New Orleans, 
while the water rate from St. Louis to New Orleans 
is about $2.26. 
The table prepared by the New York Produee Ex- 
change. shows that the average freight rate on wheat 
from Chicago to New York in 1890 was .0565 cents 
by lake and canal aad .1431 cents by rail. The 
water rate on grain from St. Louls to New Orieans is 
about 6c and the lowest rail rate 11% cents. Not- 
withetanding the water rates tend to reduce those 
on the ratirgad, the water rate is about one-half 
hat of the _ railroad. The Erie Canal cost 
“ and the State expends ’ an- 

nually keeping it ia repair, bust that water line 
effects a saving of ever $4 000.000 annually in 
freight charges on wheat alone that goes to New 
York City, and probably five times that amount on 
other freights goingto that city. The amount of 
wheat received in New York last year was about 
„000, 000 bushels, 25.000,000 of which was 
through the canal. The Canal cheapened the rate 
on the agricu:tural receipts. It is not necessary 
that the water lines would earry freight to cheapen 
the rate, 
Ifa water line 300 miles in length, accommodat- 
ing only swall boats of iess than tons burden, 
rawu by horses whose speed does not excned three 
miles per hour, can effect a saving of $4,000,000 a 
year on wheat receipts alone and five or six times 
as much on ether domestic receipts, what are the 
capabilities of the great river flowing through the 
wealth of producing seetions of the country?

TO BE SHOT TO-DAY. 


Palais, the Bomb-Thrower, Will Be Ex- 
cuted at Barcelona. 


SORROWFUL SCENE AT THE LEAVE-TAK- 
ING OF HIS LITTLE ONES. 


He Bade Them Not to Follow in His Foot: 
steps—He Wil! Be Shotin the Back by 
Soldiers—How the Anarchist Bore 
Himself During the Trial—The Crime. 


BARCELONA, Oct. 8.—It is stated that the 
Supreme Court of War has ratified the sen- 
tence of death pronouncell by the court- 
martial that tried Palais, the Anarch- 
ist who recently sought to kill 
Gen. Martinez de Campos dy throw- 
ing two bombs at him. To make 
the death of Palais as disgraceful as possible 
the court-martial decreed that he should be 
shot standing with his back to 
the fring party. The place ot 
execution will de behind Most Juich. 
Palais’ family has visited himto bid him 
farewell. He maintained a stolid demeanor 
until it became time for him to say 
his last good-bye to his little children. 
Then the manhood in him _§ asserted 
itself and Kissing them over and over again, 
he bade them not followin his footsteps, in 
the meantime crying most bitterly. 
His mother asked him whether 
he believed in God, and he dryly 


responded ‘‘No.’’ Palais now declares that 
he has very important information that he 
intends to reveal at the last moment. He is 
to be shot to-day. 


THE TRIAL OF PALIAS. 
Pallas was tried by courtmartial on Friday 
last. He was brought into court with his 
hands tied be hind his back, but the President 
of the C ourt ordered them cut, and gave him 
aseat near the President's table. Pallas 


was apparently anconcerned for his fate,and 
diverted himself during the first proceedings 
by playing with the inkstands before him. 

After the readingofthecharge Palias de- 
clared loudly that he would commit the same 
crime a hundred times over if he had the op- 
portunity, Hehad no accomplice and was 
alone tn bis responsibility for the deed. 

He was sorry he had not Killed Campos, 
whom he had hatedever since the Captain 
General defeated the Republicans in 1874. His 
insolent behavior when ques- 
tioned caused the President to 
have him removed from the 

room, After most of the hearing was over, 
however, Palias was brought back to hear 
the Prosecutor’s address. hen the Prose- 
cutor demanded ‘‘inthe name of outraged 
society and for the sake of civiligation,’’ that 


the prisoner be sentenced to be shot, Pallas 


shouted: **Agreed! There are thousands to 
continue the work. 

His counsel appealed for clemency on the 
ground that the prisoner’s mind had been de- 
ranged by demoralizing literature and evil 
eompanionship. Pallas, who had twisted his 
mustachein ostentatious affectation of in- 
difference during his counsel's opening sen- 
tences, shook his head doggedly to deny this 
imputation upon his sanity. He was then 
sentenced to be shot. 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF CAMPOS. 
The attempted assassination of Gen. 
Campos occurred on the 234 of last month, 
during the review of troops at Barcelona. 
Gen. Martinez Campos, the famous Spanish 


commander, ex-President pf the Council, and 
the man who made the military pronuncia- 
mento which gave the throne of Spain to 
Alfonso II., Gen, Martinez Campos, sur- 
rounded by a brilliant staff, was watching 
the maneuvers. 

The troops had already commenced the 
march past when a wild, excited-looking 
man was noticed to be pushing his way 
through the crowds nearest to the staff of 
the General. Atfirst it was imagined that 
the man was only an individual who, carried 
away by the excitement of the moment, was 
rudely pushing himself forward. Several 
people remonstrated with this man, but he 
paid no attention to anybody around him, 
while intently watching Gen. Martinez Cam- 

When the actions of the wila-looxin 
man began to attract the attention o 
the staf he was within a i$ few 
yards of the General. Suddenly the man 
pulled what appeared to be a ball from the 
right hand pocket of his trousers and threw 
itat Gen. Campos. Aterrific explosion fol- 
lowed, Before the report had died away, 
and while people were too terrified with as - 
tonishment to move, he quickly took a sec- 
ond of the strange balis from the inside 
pocket of his coat and hurled it at the Gen- 
eral, who was then prostrate upon the 
ground. Happily a man in the crowd struck 
the bomb-thrower’s arm just as the second 
deadly missile was thrown, and, while it ex- 
ploded among the staff officers, it did not fall 
close to Geu. Martinez Campos. 


FELL BADY WOUNDED. 
The General fell from his horse, which 
was killed by the bomb. He was badly 


wounded, but is now recovering. In addl- 
tion to Gen. Martinez Campos, Gen. Catillo, 
chief of the staff, an aid-de-camp, a civic 
guard and two policemen were badly 
wounded by the explosions, while several 
persons sustained Slighter injuries. 
the bomb ‘thrower was seized by the 
police, He seemed to be alone and 
proved to be Pallas, a notorious Anarchist. 
The bombs used were large iron spheres 
charged with dynamite, and their explosion 
was so powerful that it broke a number of

WATEB AND WIND DESTROY MANY 


HOMES AND LIVES. 


The Waves Rise Four Feet Above the 
Floors in the Business Portion of Mo- 
bile—Marshes Overflowed and den- 
ers Supposed to Be Drowned—A Wide 
Area Covered With Wreckage. 


MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 8.—Yesterday morning 
at so’clock a gulf storm, the most terrible in 
the history of the city, began its work of de- 
struction and continued to increase in force 
until 1 p.m,, when a maximum rate of 
seventy-five miles per hour was reached, 
The gulf waves raised by the wind swept 
fifteen feet up into the city and 
up the river, flooding the lower 
part of the town and causing 
the river anc Chickasaw Creek to overflow 
and inundated some of the finest sawmills in 
the city, while the wholesale and retail dis- 
trict is from 5 to 7 feet under water. All the 
prominent commercial interests lose vast 
sums of money in the damages done by the. 
water to their stocks. All telegraphic com- 
munication must take place from some point 
beyond Mobile, for every wire in the city is 
down, 

Two unknown negroes were drowned in the 
cotton yards in North Mobile. An unknown 
white man was drowned at Theater and Com 
merce streets.@Graham White, attendant at 
Morgan’s bath houses, was drowned and the 
baths swept away. 

On the eastern shore the summer resorts 
have not been heard from, and the same 
silence prevails among the market gardeners 
in the marshes, east of the city, which are 
surrounded by water, 

The great live-oaks which rendered Mobile 
famous for its shade are blown down, while 
unroofed houses, prostrated fences and 
wreckage of all kinds mark the path of the 
hurricane. R 

The Eastern Shore steamer Heroine saved 
herself by steaming up the river to shelter, 
but the Crescent City was not so fortunate, 
She dragged her anchor seven miles, finally 
going ashore near Monroe Park, The crew 
and the only passenger saved themselves by 
swimming. The dredges in the bay weath- 
ered the storm with no loss of life. One 
steamer after another broke loose from her 
moorings and drifted helplessly. 

The pllotboat Ida B. Lowe was blown up on 
the wharf at St. Francis street, but was got- 
ten off later. A steamship, the Nicaragua, 
was due, but could not be seen this morning, 
and probably encountered the storm out ia 
the gulf. 

The yachts sailed up the fiver and were 
recovered in the afternoon. 

Fifty miles of the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad tracks is under water, and the 
bridge at Bilox!, Miss., is washed away. 

It is reported here that from here to New 
Orleans the entire coast is from (to 7 feet 
under water, and that there has been a cor- 
responding loss of life. This cannot be veri- 
fled, because of the telegraph service being 
temporarily destroyed. 


THE STORM AT NEW ORLEANS. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 3.—4 violent 
storm raged here yesterday and the 
night before. Twenty-four persons 
were killed and fully three times 


as many badly injured. The storm came 
from the northwest and swept along the 
river through the Parish of Plaquemine to the 
gulf, Sheds, roofs, etc., were blown away 
in large numbers, 

The effect of the storm was much worse be- 
low the city. Not a single house esca ped in- 
jury in Pointe a la Hache, a town of 2,000 
inbabitants and the parish seat. 
Four grown persons and several 
children are known to have been Killed, 
Among those Killed are Mrs. Leon La 
Franche and Mrs. R. Levanders, both wives 
of prominent men.

WILL SOON DISAPPEAR. 


Vulean Plant Being Sold Piecemeal— 
Judges Alexarnier’s Narrow Escap>. 

The big steam hammer at the old Vulcan 
Iron Works in Carondelet is about to be sold 
for $6,000) to parties from the Pennsylvania 
The hammer weighs about 
eight tons and is one of the largest in the 
West. Before shearscame into general use 
for cutting steel blooms the old hammer was 
kept pretty busy, but for yeurs before the 


Valcan was abandoned it was 

of use. The old Vulcan, one 
of the largest steel plants in the 
West,is fast being leveled to the ground, and 
not only is the ponderous machinery, includ- 
ing blowing engines 75 feet high with fly- 
wheels 40 feet in diameter, being sold out 
piecemeal, but the very buildings 
are being sold for old material, 
and within a comparatively short time 
there will be nothing leftof the old plant 
dut a bare and broken six acres of ground 
covered with cinderand siag holes that mark 
where once stood massive foundations. The 
old Vulcan plant was built about 1870 by the 
Chouteaus. Atthattime steel rails had not 
come into general use, and the plant was 
operated as a top and bottom mill. 

When in full operation the Vulcan gave 
work to 2,800 men, and of these an average of 
one was kllled a week through accidents and 
several a week injured. The old plant seems 
never to have recovered from the big strike 
of °82. Since that time it has made 
no money for its owners. The Western Steel 
Co., an Eastern corporation, secured a lease 
on it some years ago and ran it very success - 
fully for three years.

ERASTUS WELLS’ DEATH. 


Career of One of St. Louis’ Most Promi- 
nent Citizens. 


Erastus Wells, one of the most prominent 
and well-known men of st. Louis, died at 
Wellston, Mo., on the Suburban Rallway, 
last evening, in the 70th year of his age. For 
the past three years Mr. Wells has been 
afflicted with locomotor ataxia, and latterly 
his sufferings have been so intense that 
death was a relief. 


Ur, Wells was born in Jefferson County, 


N. V., and came to St. Louls when he was 
19 years ot age. He was pre-eminently a self- 
made man, having risen from a farmer’s 


‘boy to be a man of wealth, a street railway 


magnate, a bank president and a politician 
of eminence. n 1848 Mr. Wells and 
Calvin Case started the first ‘‘bus’’ line in 
St. Louls. In 1859 they inaugurated the first 
line of street cars, Mr. Wells himself driving 
the frst one to run over the line from Fourth 
to Nineteenth street on Olive. He held a 
controlling interest in the Missouri Line 
until 1881 and also in the Narrow Gauge road 
to Florissant, seiling his interest in both in 
that year. 

He was a director of the Ohio & Mississippi 
Railroad, Vice-President of the Commercial 
Bank and for many years President of the 
Laclede Gaslight Co. For fifteen years from 
1648 he was a City Councilman, resighing 
his position to take a seat in Congress. 
Here he served for four successive terms 
beginning with the Forty-first Congress. In 
1850 Mr. Wells married a daughter of Hon. 
John F. Henry, by whom he had three 
children, two daughters and a son, Rolla 
Wells, President ofthe Fair Grounds Asso- 
ciation. 

In 1879 he —— married, his second wife 
being the widow of St. Louis’ well-known 
merchant, D. W. Bell.

The Building of a New Fort Near 
Mellilla Resisted With Force. 
FIVE THOUSAND MOORS SWARM TO BAT. 
TLE WITH 800 SOLDIERS. 


A Day of Erave Deeds in Which There 
Were Many Casualties—Workmen En- 
gaged on the Work Rescued With 
Difficulty — Cavalry Dashes Which 
Made the Most of Small Numbers— 
Notes of the East. 


MADRID, Oct. 8.—Dispatches received here 
to-day from Tangier give details of the des- 
perate battle which has taken place between 
a large force of Moors and the Spanish troops 
who were engaged in erecting a new fort at 
Quarateh, near Mellilla. The fight lasted all 
day. The Spaniards were outnumbered and 
thelr ammunſtien becoming exhausted they 
were Compelled to retreat to Mellilla. 

It is now announced that the Moors who 
were engaged in the battle yesterday num- 
bered 5,000 fighting men, and that the Span- 
lards had only 800 to oppose them with. The 
Spaniards throughout behaved with the 
greatest discipline and bravery and were 
only compelled to retreat when their ammu- 
nition was so far exhausted that only two or 
three rounds remained, and they had to de- 
fend themselves with their bayonets against 
the charges of their Moorish enemies. 

The battle lasted from dawn until night, 
and it Was only with the greatest difficulty 
that the troops managed to beat a successful 
retreat. In their retreat, however, the 
Spani sh succeeded in rescuing the laborers 
who were employed on the fortification being 
erected at Quarateh. A picketof soldiers 
engaged in protecting the laborers at the 
works were fora long time in great danger 
of being massacred. The Moors surrounded 
them and repeatedly charged with the inten- 
tion of not only killing the picket, but of 
massacring the laborers they were detalled 
to protect. 

The Moors were armed with repeating ri- 
fles of a high class and they managed to use 
them witb considerable effect. 

They fought with the fury of reiigious 
fanatics, pursuing the Spanish to the very 
walis of the fort and in the teeth of a flerce 
fire dirécted upon them from the upper 


works of the ramparts of Mellilla. From the 
ramparts a continuous, fire from rapid-fire 
guns was poured into s pursuing Moors, 
but their horsemen circled in clouds of dust 
around the retreating Spaniards and their 
footmen dashed upon the Spanish ranks with 
all the rage and courage of the most des- 
perate fighting men. 

10 Oppose the Moorish horsemen,the Span- 
lards had but a small body of cavalry mount- 
ed upon horses which could not compare 
with those of their opponeats. The Span- 
lards, however, made the most use of the 
small body of horses at their command. 

Whenever a party of Spanish infantry 
was seen to be hard pressed by the Moorish 
troops the spanish cavalry would charge up 
to them and enable them to retreat upon the 
main body. These dashing cavalry charges 
were one of the most brilliant features of the 
engagement. The Arab horsemen made 
frequent efforts to come to a hand-to-hand 
encounter with the Spanish cavalry, but 
in most cases the Spanish infantry drove 
them off before they could overwhelm the 
Spanish force, Every now and then a small 
body of Spanish troops would gather to- 
gather back to back and resist in the most 
determined manner an onslaught from all 
sides upon the part of the Moorish force, and 
the manner in which they behaved under the 
most trying circumstances has called forth 
the admiration of the whole of Spain. 

The Government has announced that it will 
dispatch a warship to Tangiers to demand 
from the Sultan fulland instant reparation 
for the outrages upon the Spantards. 

The Cabinet will meet to-day and itis ex- 
pected that orders will be issued for the 
sending forthwith to Mellilla of a strong 
military force to punish the Moors.

Noisy Players and the Umpire Question— 
Philadelphia Kade Money. 


The National League at its annual meeting 
next month is going to have a number of 
very interesting topics up for discussion and 
action. In the first place there is no longer 
any doubt that an effort will be made to 
abolish loud and senseless coaching. Such 
noisemakers — ‘‘howling dervishes’’ — as 
Tom! Tucker, Pitcher Taylor, Catcher 
Clarke, Hugh Duffy, Herman Long and Perry 
Werden will de apt to find their occupation 
gone next season. The League will draw up 
some rule to prevent a coacher from saying 
anything or from uttering a sound except 
necessary words to direct or warn a base 
runner. All that howling to ‘*‘rattie’’ the op- 
posing pitcher will be put under the ban, 
The umpire question will also come up for 
consideration. A proposition to revive the 
dual system will be made, but itis not iikely 
to receive the sanction of a majority ofthe 
clubs, It is much too expensive, and at the 
same time there is no evidence on hand to 
show that it is an improvement over the 
single system. The proposed plan would 
entatl an additional cost of dtjleast $12,900, or 
$1,00 foreach club. It is not probable that 
the experiment will be tried. 
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The past season has placed the Philadelphia 
team in better financial condttion than sincs 
1889, which was the great year. The attend- 
ance at thejhome games figured up in round 
numbers about 290,000, all of which, how- 
ever, was not paid.
